Ihe 
deceafed was taken to an hofpital where the was 
examined, and many dreadful marks of violence 
were found on her head, fide, back ond 
other paris of her body. She continued at the 
hofpitil for teveral days, without hopes of reco- 
very, and, at her own particular defire, no fteps 
were talen apainft the prifoner, who the begged 
might not be hurt on account of her children. 
Daring this time he continued at Manchetter 
with the proftitute. At length the deceasied, 
being given over, not, indeed, expetied to live 
many hours, the prifoner with the prottitute #b- 
fconded, and the deceafed died of her wounds 
the next day. 


The prifoner was purfued to London, where, 
by the vigilence of the officers, he was dilcover- 
ed on Saturday laft working ata fhop in Scotland 


Yard, and, upon fecing the officers, endeavored | 


to make his efcape, but was fecured by them. 


Upon their informing him the caufe for which , 


he was apprehended, the prifoner, confcious of 
his iniquity, replied, *‘ It terves me right.” 

It merits obfervation in this caufe that the 
hand of Providence always purfues the flight of 
a murderer; and that fooner or later he is fure 
to be overtaken, and brought co thit punifhment 
which the heinowfnels of his offence calls for. 
What renders this obfervation remarkably ap- 
plicable in the prefent initance is this, that the ve- 
ry proftitute with whom the prifoner cohabited, 
was afterwards the means of his being difcovered 
aod apprehended. 


The prifoner isa plumber and glazier, and 
kept a thop at Satford in the vicinity of Manchel- 
ter. He is about 35 years of age, and. appeared 
very little affected at his iituation.
